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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1940 

The  Committee  present  herewith  their  Annual  Report 
and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  1940. 

General  and  House  Committees. 

The  Committee  regret  the  loss  by  death  of  three  of  its 
members,  Mr.  H.  Akers,  Mr.  J.  De  La  Mare,  and  Mr. 
A.  P.  Dodds  Parker.  Mr.  E.  Mallam,  Mr.  A.  B.  Gillett, 
the  Rev.  H.  W.  Mackenzie,  Mr.  Sidney  Arundell,  Miss 
Ewbank  and  Sir  Arthur  Nelson  have  resigned  their 
membership.  The  following  new  members  have  joined 
the  Committee:  Professor  E.  G.  T.  Liddell  (representing 
the  University),  the  Very.  Revd.  J.  Lowe,  D.D.,  Dean  of 
Christ  Church,  Mrs.  H.  V.  Knox,  Mrs.  S.  Watson,  Mrs. 
L.  L.  Dixson,  representing  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  and 
Mr.  L.  V.  Murphy.  The  Committee  met  three  times  on 
the  usual  dates. 

The  House  Committee  has  lost  by  resignation  their 
Honorary  Secretary  Miss  Vernon  Harcourt,  who  has 
served  the  Hospital  in  that  capacity  for  ten  years,  and 
to  whose  loyal  and  devoted  services  the  Committee 
desires  to  give  the  warmest  acknowledgement.  The 
Committee  also  desires  to  express  its  sense  of  gratitude 
to  Mrs.  W.  Perkin,  who  has  resigned  from  the  House 
Committee  after  13  years  of  ungrudging  service.  It  is 
a  matter  for  congratulation  that  these  ladies  are  still  able 
to  give  the  General  Committee  the  benefit  of  their 
experience.  The  Committee’s  thanks  are  also  given  to 
Miss  Ewbank  for  her  services  in  the  past,  she  also  has 
been  obliged  to  resign. 

Staff. 

Dr.  Spooner  was  succeeded  as  Resident  Medical  Officer 
by  Dr.  Kenneth  R.  Browne,  M.C.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.  (Edin.), 
D.O.M.S.,  and  the  Honorary  Staff  of  the  Hospital  was 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  E.  Pratt  as 
Honorary  Anaesthetist. 

The  Committee  records  with  regret  the  death  of  Miss 
Lily  Sherlock,  for  20  years  cook  at  the  Hospital. 


Working  of  the  Hospital. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  in-patients 
from  501  to  467,  but  the  daily  average  of  occupied  beds 
and  the  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  has  increased ; 
so  has  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  all  other  respects; 
attendances  from  14635  to  16068,  and  operations  from 
2054  to  2138.  Emergency  Medical  Service  Patients 
accounted  for  43  in-patients  and  858  attendances  of 
out-patients.  There  was  an  increase  of  54  patients  in 
the  Orthoptic  Clinic. 

Finance. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  the  past  year,  the  financial 
position  has  been  maintained  though  it  must  be  said 
that  this  is  chiefly  due  to  payments  amounting  to  £647 
under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.  Including  this 
sum  but  excluding  legacies,  income  exceeded  expenditure 

by  £24. 

In  order  to  bring  the  accounts  into  line  with  the 
uniform  system  for  small  hospitals  it  has  been  necessary 
to  classify  some  items  of  income  and  expenditure  under 
different  headings  from  those  of  previous  years.  This 
makes  comparison  of  the  figures  of  this  year  with 
previous  years  misleading,  and  consequently  the  figures 
for  the  preceding  year  are  not,  this  year,  shown  in  the 
Cash  Account. 

Voluntary  gifts  show  an  increase  of  £65  over  the 
previous  year  whilst  the  amount  for  services  rendered 
(excluding  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme)  increased 
by  £105. 

The  general  willingness  of  the  patients  to  contribute 
according  to  their  means  is  most  gratifying. 

Strict  economy  has  been  exercised  in  expenditure  and 
only  essentials  have  been  purchased.  There  has  been  a 
saving  of  over  £100  under  the  heading  of  “  Surgery  and 
Dispensary  ”  but  this  is  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  in 
1939  an  extra  large  stock  was  purchased  while  it  could 
be  had.  Other  payments  on  the  expenditure  side  are 
very  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 
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Hospital  Canteen. 

Members  of  the  House  Committee  have  started  a 
canteen  on  Wednesdays  to  enable  country  out-patients 
to  get  tea  and  light  refreshments  during  the  period  of 
waiting.  This  venture  has  been  most  successful  and  is 
much  appreciated.

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INFORMATION  RESPECTING 

THE  OXFORD  EYE  HOSPITAL 

The  work  was  commenced  in  1886  by  Robert  Walter 
Doyne.  After  some  tentative  arrangements,  the  Hos¬ 
pital  was  established  (for  both  in-patients  and  out¬ 
patients)  in  two  adjoining  houses  in  Wellington  Square. 
In  1894  a  ten  years'  lease  was  obtained  of  a  block  of 
buildings  in  Walton  Street  belonging  to  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary;  and  by  adding  an  upper  storey  to  the  west 
wing,  and  making  certain  structural  alterations,  the 
buildings  were  rendered  suitable  for  the  requirements  of 
an  Eye  Hospital.  Further  enlargements  having  become 
necessary,  another  lease  was  secured  in  1901,  this  time 
for  forty  years,  and  an  upper  storey  added  to  the  east 
wing.  Early  in  the  year  1912  a  small  Laboratory  was 
built  on  to  the  Hospital,  and  fitted  with  the  most  modern 
appliances,  in  order  to  provide  the  Staff  with  improved 
facilities  for  pathological  research. 

An  important  addition  was  made  to  the  Hospital 
buildings  in  the  year  1924  by  the  construction  of  a 
covered  corridor  connecting  the  upper  floors  of  the  two 
wings  of  the  building  on  one  level  and  providing  the 
accommodation  necessary  for  open-air  treatment. 

In  1932  part  of  the  space  under  the  corridor  was 
enclosed  to  form  a  Book-room. 

A  further  lease  has  been  secured  for  seven  years  after 
the  expiry  of  the  present  lease  in  1941. 

In  1935  a  Nurses’  Home,  containing  eight  bedrooms 
and  two  sitting  rooms  and  connected  with  the  Hospital 
by  a  covered  bridge,  and  a  new  Dispensary  and  additional 
dark  rooms  were  added  to  the  Hospital  buildings. 

Admission  of  Patients. — The  Hospital  is  administered 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  No  “Turns”  or  Tickets 
of  Admission  are  required,  but  a  charge  of  6 d.  is  made  for 
each  out-patient  attendance.  Only  those  not  in  a 
position  to  pay  for  private  special  surgical  treatment 
are  admitted.  The  Visitor  for  the  week  makes  the 
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necessary  inquiries  into  the  suitability  of  applicants  for 
admission  and  treatment,  and  is  authorised  to  remit 
payment  in  cases  of  real  necessity.  The  Visitor  of  the 
House  Committee  may  require  the  production  of  a  letter 
from  a  local  clergyman,  or  other  competent  person,  to 
show  that  the  applicant  is  duly  qualified  for  admission.. 

Members  of  the  following  organisations,  which  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  Hospital,  are  admitted  for  free  treatment 
on  presentation  of  a  certificate  that  they  contribute. 
No  inquiry  into  means  is  necessary.

All  Blind  Persons  and  Persons  in  the  following  cate¬ 
gories  are  also  admitted  for  free  treatment  without 
inquiry : 

Inmates  of  The  Poplars,  Nazareth  House  and  The 
Church  Army  Labour  Home. 

Patients,  Nurses  and  Employes  from  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary  and  associated  hospitals. 

Patients  and  Nurses  from  Public  Assistance  In¬ 
stitutions. 

Army  Pensioners  if  sent  by  the  War  Pensions  Com¬ 
mittee,  who  make  a  payment  of  2/-  a  visit. 

Infants  under  one  year  of  age  from  Oxford  City  if 
sent  by  the  M.O.  of  Health  or  the  City  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  who  make  a  pay¬ 
ment  of  1/-  a  visit  on  their  behalf. 

Contributors  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  Contributory 
Scheme  are  not  entitled  to  free  out-patient  treatment 
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at  the  Eye  Hospital,  as  it  is  not  one  of  the  associated 
Hospitals  of  the  Scheme. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  insured  persons 
who  are  entitled  to  ophthalmic  benefit.  Undergraduates 
who  are  unable  to  pay  private  fees  must  being  a  letter 
from  the  Bursar  of  the  College  stating  their  inability 
to  pay. 

In-Patients. — The  Hospital  can  accommodate  about 
36  in-patients.  These  are  ordinarily  expected  to  pay  the 
cost  (or  part  of  the  cost)  of  their  maintenance  and  treat¬ 
ment,  the  proportion  to  be  decided  in  regard  to  the 
circumstances  of  each  case.  Admission  is  never  refused 
to  a  patient  who  cannot  pay  anything. 

In-patients  under  treatment  can  only  obtain  permis¬ 
sion  to  go  out  beyond  the  Hospital  grounds  by  express 
order  or  for  special  reasons.  When  such  permission  is 
given  the  patient  must  inform  the  Matron  before  leaving 
the  house,  and  also  report  his  (or  her)  return. 

Smoking  is  only  permitted  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Surgeons. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  parochial  clergy¬ 
men,  or  if  not  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  by 
ministers  of  their  own  denominations. 

Visitors  may  be  admitted  to  see  patients  on  Sundays, 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  between  2  p.m.  and  4  p.m. 
Special  cases  may  be  visited  at  other  times  by  permission 
of  the  Surgeons  or  the  Matron. 

Visitors  are  not  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food 
or  drink  or  tobacco  to  any  patient  without  express 
permission  of  the  Surgeons. 

Hours  of  Attendance. — The  work  of  the  Hospital  begins 
at  9  a.m.  Accidents  and  urgent  cases  are  admitted  at 
any  time.  For  ordinary  cases:  patients  from  the 
country  are  admitted  on  Wednesdays,  new  patients  at 
9.30  a.m.,  after  first  attendance  at  10  a.m. ;  patients  from 
the  City  of  Oxford  on  Thursdays  at  9.30  a.m.  (new  cases 
only)  and  on  Tuesdays  at  9.30  a.m.  (after  first  attendance). 


Medicines. — The  Hospital  Dispensary  supplies  the 
drugs,  lotions,  etc.,  ordered,  at  cost  price.  Special 
arrangements  are  made  for  patients  unable  to  pay 
anything. 

Spectacles  are  not  supplied  by  the  Hospital,  but  only 
the  necessary  prescriptions.  A  list  of  opticians  who  have 
agreed  to  supply  Hospital  patients  with  spectacles  at 
fixed  charges  according  to  the  prescription  and  type  of 
frame,  will  be  found  in  the  out-patient  department. 

Management, — The  affairs  of  the  Hospital  are  directed 
by  a  General  Committee  meeting  three  times  a  year; 
as  a  rule,  on  the  4th  Wednesday  in  February,  the 
second  Wednesday  in  June,  and  the  third  Wednesday 
in  October.  The  management  and  business  of  the  house 
and  matters  of  detail  and  expenditure  are  controlled  by 
a  House  Commttee,  which  meets  once  a  week  in  the 
Hospital.  One  member  of  this  Committee  (in  rotation) 
undertakes  the  duty  of  visiting  the  Hospital  for  a  week. 
The  Visitor  is  also  present  during  the  hours  of  admission 
of  new  patients  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays,  and  is 
authorised  to  deal  with  any  question  about  the  suitability 
of  a  patient  for  admission  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  the 
House  Committee. 

Post-Graduate  Instruction. — A  post-graduate  Course 
of  Instruction  in  Ophthalmology  is  held  every  summer 
term  at  the  Oxford  Eye  Hospital,  lasting  for  two  months. 
This  course  is  obligatory  for  candidates  taking  the  ex¬ 
amination  for  the  Diploma  in  Ophthalmalogy  granted 
by  the  University  of  Oxford.  The  subjects  included  are 
Anatomy  of  the  Eye,  Physiological  Optics,  Pathology, 
Bacteriology  and  Development  of  the  Eye,  Clinical  lec¬ 
tures  arid  clinical  instruction  and  medical  ophthalmology. 
The  inclusive  fee  for  the  course  is  fifteen  guineas,  with 
two  guineas  attendance  fee  for  the  Eye  Hospital.  All 
information  can  be  had  on  application  to  the  Dean  of 
the  Medical  School,  Oxford  University.

The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  was 
formed  in  1935  with  the  object  of  co-ordinating  local 
hospital  services,  so  that  each  constituent  hospital  might 
be  enabled  to  fulfil  the  function  for  which  it  is  best 
equipped,  without  wasteful  overlapping  and  duplication. 
The  Board  includes  representatives  not  only  of  voluntary 
hospitals  but  also  of  local  authorities,  medical  services, 
and  contributory  and  provident  schemes  in  the  area. 

During  1940  the  Berks,  Bucks,  and  Oxon  Regional 
Hospitals  Council  was  formed,  and  is  recognised  by  the 
Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust  as  the  body  re¬ 
presentative  of  hospital  services  in  these  three  counties. 
The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  is  one 
of  the  three  Divisional  Councils  included  in  this  Council. 
The  progress  which  is  being  made  towards  the  provision 
of  a  planned  hospital  service  in  Oxford  and  the  surround¬ 
ing  districts  has  recently  been  the  subject  of  favourable 
comment  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  by  Lord  Sankey 
who  was  Chairman  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  Commis¬ 
sion  appointed  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association. 

The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  has 
during  1940,  kept  continuously  under  review  the  services 
available  in  the  area  which  it  serves,  and  has  reported 
on  the  need  for  the  provision  of  further  accommodation. 

The  hospitals  associated  with  the  Board  have  also 
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derived  financial  benefit,  particularly  as  a  result  of  con¬ 
tributions  received  from  Local  Authorities  and  of  the 
Special  Efforts  organised  in  association  with  the  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme.
